The rumor was immediately circulated 
that the ncess’ departure was caused by 
the Prince isting on receiving aboard his 
royal yacht a certain beautiful Countess, 
but inquiry by me elicited that this supposed 
cause of discord is not and has not been at 
Cowes at all, and beside it is manifest that 
if the Princess desired to protest. against 
anything of that kind she need not go to 
Copenhagen. Withdrawal to Osborne or 
Sandringham would be much more effective. 

The Princess looked sad when leaving 
Charing Cross this morning, but that would 
be accounted for by the ostensible reason for 
her journey.

Ball Lemeter was counted as one of the 
‘old’ men when the regiment was mustered 
in; that is, he was in active membership in 
L Company long before the war was de- 
clared. Duschen, on the other hand, was a 
supernumerary. He was on the list as an 
emergency man, the regiment’s quota being 
full, and though assigned to E Company 
was really waiting for a place to be made for 
him by the loss of enough men to bring 
some company below the regulation number. 

Both men were regularly mustered into 
the service of the United States as volun- 
teers. I had no personal acquaintance with 
either beyond knowing them as men belong- 
ing to the First Regiment. They were both 
Chicago men, however.“ 

The names of the yellow fever victims do 
not appear in the Chicago directories for. 
1808 or 1897, and the presumption is that 
their homes are in some of the suburbs out- 
side the directory district. 


Quest. for Corporal Shepard. 


Corporal W. L. Shepard Jr. is the son of 
W. L. Shepard, 222 Sixty-first street, and 
before going to the front was in business 
with his father in the insurance firm of W. 
L. Shepard & Son. Since the publication on 
Monday, July 25, of dispatches stating that 


the Corporal was seriously ill with typhoid 


fever and had been sent to quarantine the 
members of the family have been making 
every possible effort to learn his where- 
abouts and condition, but without definite 
results until now. 

On the day after the publication of the re- 
port a message was sent to Captain Bolte, 
commanding Corporal Shepard’s company, 
an answer being received on Thursday last, 
‘saying the young man was on board a hos- 
pital ship in quarantine and that the cable 
to the quarantine stafion off the coast from 
Tampa was broken. 

On the receipt of this Mr. Shepard at once 
went to Washington, where he has been at 
work ever since in an effort to get news from 
his son. Through friends he gained the at- 
tention of War department officials and had 
sent to General Coppinger an official order 
to report on Corporal Shepard's condition. 
The reply came that the patient was on 
board the Santiago in quarantine and that 
communication was cut off.

In the meantime Sec- 
retary Alger was telegraphed, but to the 
best of my knowledge no reply of any sort 
ever came. Certainly nothing was done by

From regular army officers nearer at 
hand we learned that unlese Washington 
authorities unbent there was no way of 
mending the wrong. We don’t know yet 
what happened to those papers. We beiieve 
they now somewhere in Cuba. In the 
end t government probably will pay the 
transportation charges, but the question was 
less of that than of the hardships the men 
suffered. 

Mrs. Brown eventually raised the money, 
but by that time many of the party were on 
their way north. ‘This gave her more 
trouble. She knew that some had gone, but 
not which ones. Finally she sent the money 
with the provision that it could be drawn 
from the expreas company by any oneof six 
soldiers. She has never learned whether it 
got there in time for any of them.“

to Cambridge, Wis., on Tuesday, intending 
to be absent three weeks. 


Does Not Blame Company Officers. 


I learned that the boys had been left in 
Tampa, said Mrs. Turner, about three 
weeks ago, and I cannot understand where 
the blameis. The company officers certainly 
believed that they were leaving the men well 
cared for. Captain Brown may have been 
ordered to Cuba with his engineer corps 
sooner than was expected. Several of the 


men left were of his company. He had been 


temporarily relieved of the command of the 
company to be given that of the engineers. 

“When the condition of affairs became 
known in Chicago every effort was made to 
induce the government to give the men 
transportation. Dr. Wines not only tele- 
graphed to Secretary Alger, but sent a per- 
sonal message to Major Pond, the quarter- 
master of Coppinger’s corps. Major Pond 
was in Chicago until the war broke out and 
was a friend of my husband. I am sure that 
he did what he could, but evidently he could 
not assist the boys.“ 

The stories told by the returned sick mem- 
bers of the regiment on the Concho in New

Colonel Heyl re- 


ported verbally to Secretary Alger the re-

publication. 

Later in the day, however, the Secretary 
made the following statement concerning 
the Concho, as well as the Seneca, which 
reached New York about two weeks ago 
after suffering many privations, owing, it is 
alleged, to the unfit condition of the vessel: 

Concerning the anfortunate occurrences 
on the ships Concho and Seneca, that 
brought home sick and wounded from Santi- 
go, the Secretary of War gives out the ſol- 
lowing statement, after careful investiga- 
tion: 

At the time they left Santiago the general 
desire of convalescents to come home doubt- 
less overcrowded both ships. From the com- 
mencing of the Santiago campaign until 
within a few days the terrible conditions on 
that coast, where our ships had no shelter 
and always with a high surf, made the land- 
ing of troops, supplies, ammunition, artil- 
lery, and medical stores difficult, and there 
is no doubt much inconvenience and suffer- 
ing were thereby occasioned that was una- 
voidable. The lighters that went with Gen- 


eral Shafter’s fleet were lost on the way. 


Two tows of lighters were subsequently sent, 
which were also lost, and it was impossible 
to get supplies ashore, except with the boats 
from the ships and those supplied hy the 
navy. Later on a lighter was furnished by 
the navy, which was the only one there for 
many days. On account of the great number 
of sick and wounded, which was in excess of 
what had been anticipated, there was no 
doubt much suffering, especially among the 
sick, at Santiago. 

„The Captains of the Seneca and Concho 
did not report to General Shafter or to 
Quartermaster Humphrey that they needed 
water. Had they done so of course it would 
have been provided. Then also a large num- 
ber of civilians rushed aboard to get away, 
and they occupied many staterooms that 
should have been given over to the soldiers. 
No recurrence of such conditions will be 
possible hereafter, and no one regrets more 
than the Secretary of War that anything of 
the kind should have happened, The Gener- 
al commanding the army, the Surgeon Gen- 
eral, and the Quartermasters and Commis- 
sary departments have done the best they 
could, but unforeseen circumstances, named 
above, prevented the conveniences being pro- 
vided that otherwise would have been fur- 
nished. 

Secretary Alger, who is determined that 
ne further trouble of the kind shall occur, if 
in his power to prevent it, sent the following 
telegram to General Shafter at Santiago: 

‘* Whenever it becomes necessary to use 
transports for sick or wounded purpose, it 
should be made the duty of some experienced 
and competent medical officer to see that 
only such transporte as are in good sanitary 
condition and are best suited for the pur- 
pese are selected; that the water supply on 
board is ample in quantity and wholesome 
in quality; that sufficient supplies of food, 
medicines, dressings, hospital stores, in- 
cluding delicacies where possible to obtain 
them. ice, te., are placed on board; that a 
sufficient number of experienced medical 
officers and nurses accompany the sick and 
wounded on the voyage; that there is no 
overcrowding of the vessel, but that there 
are suitable accommodations for all; that 
the departure of these ships be telegraphed 
to the Adjutant General and Surgeon Gen- 

ral.”

FOUL WATER THEIR BEVERAGE. 


Captain J. d. Anderson of East Sag- 
{naw Describes Some of the Hor- 
rors of the Concho Voyage. 


Detroit, Mich., Aug. 3.—[{Special.]—Among 
the Michigan men to come home from Cuba 
is Captain John Q. Anderson of East Sag- 
inaw, who passed through here today. He 
was a passenger on the Concho, and de- 
scribes the trip as follows: 

„ On the 23d of July we boarded the 
Concho, the pesthouse,’ that had been lying 
at Santiago harbor since the war began. 
It had taken on no provisions since May, 
and so the water that had lain between 
decks was awful. When you drank it it had 
such an odor that you had to hold your nose. 
All we had to eat was sowbelly and hard- 


tack, 
“We buried a private at sea, and after 
reaching Hampton Roads two more dſed of 


typhoid fever and hemorrhages. The quar- 


antine officer would not allow us to land, 
and we lay there twenty-four hours before 
we were given any new food. The two dead

“While I was officer of the day the 
‘regiment was ordered to burn Siboney. We 
found the houses to be the most awful 
stench holes imaginable. They were noth- 
ing but shacks—pole shacks, chinked with 
mud and thaiched with grass and rotted 
leaves, that had soaked in the rains and 
dried in the boiling sun until they were 
germ filled. 

“AS we went through them pulling out 
places to start the fire the fever caught us. 
I tried to stave it off and sent to regimental 
headquarters for fever pills, but I had to be 
taken to fever camp, three miles back of 
j Siboney. 

Talk about rain. Here in Michigan you 
don't know a thing about it. Down there the 
clouds roll up suddenly and so thick and low 
that it seems as though you could touch 
them with a ten-foot pole. The water comes 
down in sheets. Almost as quickly as the 
storm comes up it will blow over and the sun 
will come out boiling hot, with not a breath 
of air. It is suffocating and muggy. 

“The poor water is a prolific cause of 
sickness. It is called mountain water, but it 
trickles down the hillsides through the rot- 
ten leaves and jungles. It is tepid and flat 
and means sure fever unless it is boiled. 

Another cause is the land crabs. They 
come out at night and the boys amuse them- 
selves killing them. A kick or hit with a 
stone will make their legs fly off and they die. 
The dead bodies make such a stench with 
the damp ground under them that it is hor- 
rible. The lizards, scorpions, and tarantu- 
las run around just like a lot of chickens. In 
all * time I was in Cuba I saw only one 
snake.“

Mourned in an Imperial Rescript.

„With my high allies, with the whole Ger- 
man people, I stand mourning at the bier of 
the first Chancellor of the German Empire, 
Prince Otto von Bismarck, Duke of Lauen- 
burg. We who witnessed his splendid la- 
bors, who looked up to him with admiration 
as the master of statecraft, the fearlese 
fighter in war and peace, as the most de- 
voted son of the fatherland, and as the most 
faithful servant of his Emperor and King, 
are deeply affected by the death of the man 
whom God the Lord fashioned as his in- 
strument to achieve the realization/fof the 
undying aspiration of the Germans for unity 
and greatness. 

„This is not the moment to enumerate all 
the achievements of the great man who has 
gone to his rest or to refer to all the cares 
he bore for the Emperor and the empire and 
all the successes he won. They are too 
mighty and too manifold. History alone can 
do them justice and will engrave them all on 
brazen tablets. 

J am, however, impelled to give expres- 
sion before the whole world to the universal 
sorrow.and grateful admiration which today 
animates the whole nation, and in the name 
of the nation to vow that what he, the great 
chancellor, under William the Great, creat- 
ed, I will maintain and develop and if need 
be, defend with blood and treasure. In this 
may God help me.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 8.—[{Special.]— 
Secretary Alger has recognized the claims of 
the Fifth Illinois Volunteer Infantry and 
that regiment has been ordered to embark at 
Newport News for Porto Rico. Further- 
more, the regiment will accompany General 
Fred Grant's brigade, from which it was de- 
tached to furnish a berth for the One Hun- 
dred and Sixtieth Indiana. 

Secretary Alger regrets the inconvenience 
to which Colonel Culver’s boys were put and 
decided that the only way in which the War 
department could repair the wrongs heaped 
upon them was to send them to Porto Rico. 
Powerful influences have been at work ever 
since the regiment was detached from Gen- 
eral Grant’s brigade and sent back to Chick- 
amauga. Protests have been filed with the 
War department from all over the Prairie 
State anent the treatment of Colonel Cul- 
ver's regiment, and it was impressed upon 
Secretary Alger that to keep the Illinois boys 
at Chickamauga once they had been ardered 
to the front would be sowing seeds of dis- 
content. 


Flooded with Protests. 


Such treatment as was accorded the Fifth 
would not only tend to demoralize the IIII- 
nois regiment, but all others at Chicka- 
mauga, and hence Secretary Alger deter- 
mined t6 nip discontent in the bud. Protests 
were not only received from the Illinois del- 
egation in Congress, but also from other in- 
fluential Illinoisans, including Governor 
Tanner, whose correspondence with Adju- 
tant General Corbin was published in Tue 
TRIBUNE several days ago. 

General Corbin in his telegram to the Gov- 
ernor intimated that it would be impossible 
to send the Fifth Illinois to Porto Rico, but 
apparently the pressure brought to bear 
2 War department was too strong to 
resist. 

With the Fifth, Third, and Sixth in Porto 
Rico and the First in Cuba, IInols will have 
a larger representation in the fleld than any 
other State in the union. In view of this 
fact other Illinois regiments will probably 
never see service, unless they are included 
in the Cuban army of occupation. 


Troops Leave Camp Alger. 


In accordance with an order issued by the 
War department last night the regiments of 
the Second Division at Camp Alger prepared 
to move today. At noon the regiments of the 
Third Brigade, First Rhode Island, Second 
Tennessee, and Third Missouri were on the 
march in the direction of Manassas, Va. 
The First Brigade, consisting of the Twenty- 
second Kansas, Third New York, and One 
Hundred and Fifty-ninth Indiana, started 
o'clock. The Seventh Illinois and 
Fourth Missouri were ordered to move an 
hour later. 

The division marched nine miles today to 
Tomorrow it will march 
seven miles, arriving near Manassas the 
third day. The First Division will follow as 
soon as mule teams can return from Manas-

Headquarters First Division, Fifth Army 
Corps, in the Field. Fort San Juan, Near 
Santiago de Cuba, July 7, 1898.—The Assist- 
ant Adjutant General, Fifth Army Corps— 
Sir: I have the honor to submit the follow- 
ing report of the operations of my command 


in the battle of July 1: 
On the afternoon of June 30, pursuant to 
e corps com- 


ers given me verbally by th 
ana a4 his headquarters, I moved my 
Second and Third Brigades (Parson and 
Wikoff) forward about two miles to a point 
on the Santiago road near corps headquar- 
ters. Here the troops bivouacked, the First 
Brigade (Hawkins) remaining in its camp 
of the two preceding days, slightly in rear 
f corps headquarters. 
3 On the ‘following mofning—July 1—at 7 
o'clock I rode forward to the hill where 

ptain Grimes’ battery was in position. I 

re met Lieutenant Colonel McClernand, 
Assistant Adjutant General Fifth Corps, 
who pointed out to me a green hill in the 


my left, and either he or Lieutenant Miley 
of Major General Shafter’s staff gave me 
directions to keep my fight on the main road 
leading to the City of Santiago. I had pre- 
viously gfven the necessary orders for Haw- 
kins’ brigade to move early, to be followed 
in turn by Wikoffand Parson. Shortly after 
Grimes’ battery opened fire I rode down to 
the stream, and there found General Haw- 
kins at the head of his brigade at a point 
about 250 yards from the El Paso sugar 
house. Here I gave him his orders. 


Enemy Replies to Grimes. 


The enemy's artihery wae now replying 
to Grimes’ battery. I odo forward with 
Hawkins about 150 yards, closely followed 
by the Sixth Infantry, which was leading the 
First Brigade. At this point I received in- 
structions to“ allow the cavalry the right of 
way, but for some unknown reason they 
moved up slowly, thus causing a delay in my 
advance of fully forty minutes. Lieutenant 
Miley of General Shafter’s staff was at this 
point and understood how the division was 
delayed, and repeated several times that he 
understcod I was making all the progress 
possible. General Hawkins went forward, 
and word came back in a few minutes that 
it would be possible to observe the enemy's 
position from the front. I immediately rode 
forward with my staff. The fire of the 
enemy's sharpshooters was distinctly felt. 
at this time. 

I yo shave the main ford of the San Juan 
River, joined General Hawkins, and with 
him observed the enemy’s position from a 
point some distance in advance of the ford. 
General Hawkins deemed it possible to turn 
the enemy’s right at Fort San Juan, but 
later, under the heavy fire, this was found 
impracticable for the First ‘Brigade, but 
was accomplished by the Third Brigade com- 
ing up later on General Hawkins’ left. 


Balloon Is a Detriment. 


Having completed the observation with 
my staff, I proceeded to join the head of my 
division, just coming under heavy fire. Ap- 
proaching the First Brigade. I directed them 
to move alongside the cavalry, which was 
halted. We were already suffering losses, 
caused by the balloon near by attracting 
fire and disclosing « ir position. 

The enemy’s infantry fire, steadily in- 
creasing in intensity, now came from all 
directions, not only from the front aud the 
dense tropical thickets on our flanks, but 
from sharpshooters thickly posted in trees 
in our rear, and from shrapnel apparently 
aimed at the ballovn. Lieutenant Colonel 
Derby of Shafter's staff met me about this 
time and iaformed me that a trall or narrow 
way had been discovered from the balioon 
a short distance back leading to the left of 
a ford lower down the stream. I hastened 
to the forks made by this road and soon after 
the Seventy-flrst New York Regiment of 
Hawkins’ brigade came up. I turned them 
into the bypath indicated by Lieutenant 
Colonel Derby leading to the lower ford, 
sending word to General Hawkins of this 

Seventy-first Men Panic-Stricken. 


This would have speedily collected them 
in their proper place on the left of their bri- 
gade, but under the galling fire of the 
enemy the leading battalion of this regiment 
was thrown into confusion, and recoiled in 
disorder on the troops iN the rear. At this 
critical moment tho officers of my staff 
practically formed 4 cordon behind the 
panic-stricken men and urged them to again 
go forward. I finally ordered them to he 
down in the thieket and clear the way for 
others of their own regiment who were 
coming up behind. This many of them d'd, 
and the second and third battalions came 
forward in better order and moved along 
the road towards the ford. 

One of my staff officers ran back waving 
his hat to hurry forward the Third Brigade, 
who upon approaching the forks found the 
way biocked by men of the Seventy-first 
New York. There were other men of this 
regiment crouching in the bushes, many of 
whom were encouraged by the advance of 
the approaching column to arise and go for-

sumably to drop their blenket rolls, and due 
to the natural delay in fording & stream, 

These delays under such a hot fire grew 
exceedingly irksome, and I therefore pushed 
the head of my division as quickly as I could 
toward the river in column or files of twos 
paralleled in the narrow way by the cavalry. 
This quickened the forward movement and 
enabled me to get into position as speedily 
as possible for the attack. 

Owing to the congested condition of the 
road the progress of the narrow column 
was, however, painfully slow. lagain sent a 
staff officer at a gallop to urge torwaro the 


troopigin rea 
Wikoff’s Heroic Brigade. 


The head of Wikoff’s brigade reached the 
forks at 12:20 p. m. and hurried on the 
left, steppiug over prostrate forms of men 
of the Geventy-firet. This heroic brigade 
(consisting of the Thirteenth, Ninth, and 
Twenty-fourth United States Infantry) 
Bpeedily crossed the stream and were quick- 
ly deployed to the left of the lower ford. 
| While personally superintending this move- 
ment Colonel Wikoff was killed, the com- 
mand of the brigade then devolving upon 
Lieutenant Colonel Worth, Thirteenth In- 
fantry, who immediately fell severely 
wounded, and then upon Lieutenant Colonel 
Liscum, Twenty-fourth Infantry, who, five 
minufés later, also fell under the withering 
fire of the enemy. The command of the 
bitgade then devolved upon Lieutenant 
Colonel E. P. Ewers, Ninth Infantfy. 

Meanwhile I had again sent a staff offi- 
cer to Hurry forward the Second Brigade, 
which was bringing up the rear. The Tenth 
and Seeond Infantry, soon arriving at the 
forks, were deflected to the left to follow 
the Third Brigade, while the Twenty-first 
was directed along the main road to support 
Hawkins. 

Crossing the lower fork a few minutes 
later, the Tenth,and Second moved forward 
in column in good order toward the green 
knoll already referred to as my objective 
on the left. Approaching the knoll the reg- 
iments deployed, passed over the kholl, and 
ascended the er ridge beyond, driving back 
the enemy in the direction of his trenches. 
I observed this movement from the fort on 
San Juan Hill. 


Pearson’s Soldierly Movement. 


Colonel E. P. Pearson, Tenth Infantry, 
commanding the Second Brigade, and the 
officers and troops under his command, de- 
serve great credit for the soldierly manner 
in which this movement was executed. I 
earnestly recommend Colonel Pearson for 
promotion. Prior to this advance of the 
Second Brigade, the Third, connecting with 
Hawkins’ gallant troops on the right, had 
moved toward Fort San Juan, sweeping 
through a zone of thé most destructive fire, 
scaling a steep and difficult hill, and Assist- 
ing in capturing the enemy’s strong posi- 
tion, Fort San Juan, at 1:30 p. m. This 
crest was about 125 feet above the general 
level and was defended by deep trenches 
and a loopholed brick fort, surrounded by 
barbed wire entanglements. , 

‘General Hawkins, some time after I 
reached the crest, reported that the Sixth 
and Sixteenth Infantry had captured the 
hill, which I now consider incorrect, and 
credit is almost equally due the Sixth, Ninth, 
Thirteenth, Sixteenth, aud Twenty-fourth 
Regiments of infantry. Owing to General 
Hawkins’ representations I forwarded the 
report sent to corps headquarters about 3 
p. m., that the Sixth and Sixteenth Infantry 
Regiments had captured the hill. \ 


Thirteenth Takes Spanish Colors. 

The Thirteenth Regiment captured ihe 
enemy’s colors, waving over the fort; but 
unfortunately destroyed them, distributing 
the fragments among the men, because, as 
was asserted, it was a bad omen,” two or 
three men having been shot while assisting 
Private Arthur Agnew, Company K, Thir- 
teenth Infantry, the captor. All fragments 
which could be recovered are submitted with 
this report. The greatest credit is due to 
the officers of my command, whether com- 
pany, battalion, regiment, or brigade com- 
manders, who so admirably directed the 
formation of their troops, unavoidably inier- 
mixed in the dense thicket, and made the 
desperate rush for the distant and strongly 
defended crest. I have already mentioned 
the circumstances of my Third Brigade's 
advance across the ford, where in the brief 
space of ten minutes it lost its brave eom- 
mander (killed) and the next two ranking 
officers by disabling wounds. , 

Yat, in spite of these confusing conditions, 
the formations were effected without hes!- 
tation, although under a #tifiging fire, com- 
panies acting singly in some circumstances 
ahd by battalion and regiments m others, 
rushing through the jungle, across the 
stream, waist deep, and over the wid bot- 
tom thickly set with barbed wire entangle- 
ments. In this connection I desire to par- 
ticularly mention First Lieutenant Wendell 
L. Simpson, Adjutant Ninth Infantry, acting 
Assistant Adjutant General Third Brigade, 
who was noticeably active and efficient in 
carrying out orders which I had given him to 
transmit to his brigade commander, who no 
longer existed. 


Enemy Driven to His Second Line. 

The enemy having fetired to a second line 
of rifle pita, I directed my line to hold its 
positions and intrench. At ten minutes pas: 
3 p. m. I received almost simultaneously 
two requests, one from Colonel Wood, com- 
manding a cavalry brigade, and one from 
General Sumner, asking for assistatice for 
the cavalry on my right, as they were hard 
pressed. L immediately sent to their aid 
the Thirteenth Infantry, who promptly went 
on this further mission, despite the heavy 
losses it had already sustained. 

Great credit is due to the gallant offer 
and gentleman, Brigadier General H 8 
Hawkins, who, placing himself between the 
two regiments leading his brigade, the Sixth 
and Sixteenth Infantry, urged and led them 
by voice and bugle calls to the attack so suc- 
cessiully accomplished. My earnest thaliks 
are due to my staff officers present at my 


“side and tinder my personal observation on 


the field, especially to Major A C. Sharpe, 
Assistant Adjutant General; Major Philip 
Reade, Inspector General: Captain U. G. 
‘McAlexandey, Chief Quartermaster; and my 
aids—First. Lieutenant George 8. Cart-

NO HOSTILE SHOT FIRED. 


Lieut. Braunersreuther Hoists 
the Flag on Santa Cruz 
and Takes Governor. 


MUCH AMMUNITION TAKEN.

On Board United States Steamer Charles- 
fon, Off Cavite, July 1.—The long voyage 
across the Pacific is ended and the Charles- 
ton and the fleet of transports are anchored 
before this ex-Spanish stronghold. 

It has been a splendid cruise, with a strong 
gliement of history-making thrown in. 
dea led orders turned us from our course and 


allowed us to make a decided addition to the 


Pacific possessions of Uncle Sam. No one 
was more surprised than Captain Glass at 
the arrival of these special orders, but it 
would have been hard to decide which feel- 
dng was paramount—surprise at the instruc- 
tions or joy over the opportunity. The work 
has been well done, and the entire garrison 
of the Ladrones and its officers and the Gov- 
ernor of the islands and his staff are now 
prisoners aboard the City of Sydney. 

In all the Ladrones there is but one Amer- 


fean citizen, Francis Portusach, and to him. 


has been left the duty of looking out for 
affairs at the islands until some one is sent 
to relieve him. 

' Bunday, June 19, saw the last touches to 
the series of preparations. A council be- 
tween Captain Glass, General Anderson, 
and the transports’ commanders had been 
held two days previously on board the 
Australia, and every one was anxiously 
awaiting the event which was scheduled to 
eccur the following morning. 


Father McKinnon Volunteers. 


Late in the day the fleet was héve toanda 
boat left the Charleston with final instruc- 
tions to the transports, and to bring off 
Father McKinnon, chaplain of the First 
Regiment California Volunteers, who had 
generously offered to act in the same capa- 
city aboard the cruiser should it go into 
action. Captain Hallett, third officer of the 
Australia, was also brought on board, to act 
as pilot for the harbor of Guam. Then the 
Charleston was cleared for action and the 

Warship steamed for the Ladrone Islands. 

Navigator Braunersreuther had promised 
to pick up the island at 4 a. m. and within 
fifteen minutes of that time the north point 
of land loomed off the port bow. Signals 
Were at once sent to the other ship to take 
positions in line to the westward and with 
a quick swing the Charleston was brought on 
to a southwest course, following the line of 
shore with the rest of the fleet strung out 
in a long line seaward. 

Down the western coast of the island the 
fieet steamed, every bay and point being 
critically examined as they were passed. 
Quarters were sounded at 5:30, and after 
all preparations were complete the men were 
called away to breakfast at 6, following 
which battle positions were again taken, 
with guns shotted in readiness for immediate 


Praying for a Contest. 


I do not believe that a single man walked 
the decks who did not pray that the forts 
would bristle with Spanish guns and swarm 
with Spanish soldiers. The stronger and 
more formidable the forts the more glory 
would come to the conquerors. 

On we swept until at 7 o’clock the harbor 
of Agana, the principal port and seat of gov- 
ernment of the Ladrones, was off our port 
bow.

Six miles 
further south lies the harbor of San Luis de 
Apra, which is also used as an embar- 
cadro,“ and toward this point we steamed.

As we neared Cabras Island, which shuts 
in the north end of San Luis Bay, we beheld 
the spars of a vessel tapering over a point of 
land, and a moment later the vessel's hull 
showed white through the mist. ‘‘ A Span- 
ish gunboat,’’ came the cry from every man 
on the bridge. For a short time the hope for 
action seemed to be on the eve of realiza- 
tion. Then up to the masthead of the 
stranger flew the merchant flag of Japan, 
and down went our hopes again. 

Not another spar was to be seen within the 
harbor, but forts were there and on these 
hung the last chance of battle. 


Last Hope of a Battle.

Demands Unconditional Surrender. 


This called upon the Spaniard for the un- 
conditional surrender of the islands within 
thirty minutes after the delivery of the ulti- 
matum. These orders were supplemented 
by others which directed the commander of 
the landing party to make prisoners of the 
Governor and any other officiais met with, 
together with any armed force found on the 
island. Jus: as preparations were weli un- 
der way for the dispatch of the landing 
party the Governor's interpreter came off 
with a notification that hit Excellency 
would be on thd boat landing at the Village 
of Piti at 10 a. m., where he would be at the 
service of “‘ Sefior el Capitan del Charleston“ 
for a conference. The interpreter also of- 
fered his services as pilot to take a boat 
through the reefs to the lan g. 
Through the reefs to the 8 ore of Cabras 
Island he guided the boat, and then along 
the rocky shore, almost under the over- 
hanging foliage and rank vegetation. There 
would not have been many left of that boat’s 
complement had the Spaniards meant miss- 
chief, but we were going after big game 
and it was necessary to take a chance. 

However, the Spanish promise of safe con- 
duct was faithfully kept. At the appointed 
time we found the Governor accompanied 
by his staff strolling up and down the boat 
at Pit. 

e grectings were formal, and Captain 
Glass’ ultimatum. fell like a — 
among the gilded officials of the waning 
monarchy. French was resorted to as a 
common language, and the Governor at 
once pleaded for time, which the inflexible 
Lieutenant refused. Then, with his staff, 
the Governor retired to the principal house 
of the village for a consultation, while we 
waited his return on the landing. Almost 
“at the end of his temporal tether, he re- 
turned with a communication, sealed and 


addressed to Captain Glass. 


Surrenders the Islands. 


The letter informed the Lieutenant that 
the Ladrones and all they contained had 
been surrendered to Uncle Sam. With a 
stiff salute the Governor accepted the in- 
evitable. But the worst was yet to come. 
When told that as prisoners of war all the 
offictals would have to return with us to the 
ship there was lamentation: They pleaded 
earnestly with the Lieutenant in an effort 
to induce him to relent. : ! 

What shall be done, we are without ex- 
tra clothing,’’ exclaimed the Governor. 

And we have no cigarets,”’ cried the secre- 
tary. 

‘You will have ample opportunity to get 
all those,“ was the Lieutenant's reply, for 
before we embark for the ship you will 
please write out an order to the commander 
of your garrison to march all of his men, 
with their accouterments, arms, and ammu- 
nition, to this point by 4 o’clock this after- 
noon. They can then bring you what you 
need, and we will take it off to the ship for 


yo 
The Governor wrote the order, dispatching 
it by his interpreter, and the prisoners em- 


’ barked on the Charleston’s boat for proba- 


bly their last sail on the waters of San Luis 
Bay. 

A drenchirg rain soaked captors and cap- 
tives to the skin. The prisoners, puffing away 
at their cigarets, brooded in the stern sheets 
over thé possible fate to be meted out to 
them. Half way to the ship we met the 
landing party, waiting for orders from the 
Lieutenant. 


Governor Brought on Board. 


„Back to your ships. We have done the 
work,“ were the orders, and a few moments 
after the Governor and his suite were turned 
over to Captain Glass on the Charleston's 
quarterdeck. 

Immediately on arrival of the captive 
officials on board the cruiser, with the ac- 
companying surrender of the islands, Cap- 
tain Glass proceeded to take formal pos- 
session of the territory thus acquired. To 
that end the Captain's gig was called away 
and manned by the crack crew of the ship, 
and Captain Glass, accompanied by Lieu- 
tenant Commander Blocklifmger, started 
across the bay to hoist the nation’s starry 
banner over the gray walls of Fort Santa 
Cruz. 

A landing was made amid the coral heads 
and shells which for years the sea has cast 
up there. Through the archway of this 
ancient Spanish citadel proceeded the little 
band of Americans, the Quartermaster car- 
rying Old Glory.” Up the stairs, under the 
coat of arms of haughty Spain, and out on 
to the moss-grown battlements, the party 
filed. Over at the corner of the bastion 
stood the old flagstaff from which for vo 
long the red and yellow banner of Castile 
had waved. A sprightly sallor quickly 
climbed to fasten the halyards, and in a 
moment the bugles’ beautiful notes of col- 
ors” rang out clear and sweet over the 
placid waters, while far down the bay the 
boom of the Charleston guns firing the na- 
tional salute gave thunderous notice to all 
the world that the flag of independence had 
been firmly planted on the islands of tho 
Orient. Cheer after cheer rose from the 
transports, and we, upon the rocky islands 
heads in honor to 
the beautiful emblem. 


Troops Give Up Their Arms. 


We found the men of the garrison at the 
landing under two Lieutenants, who, befng 
deprived of a leader, seemed much flustered. 
Quietly their men were formed into two 
lines on either side of the wharf and deprived 
of their arms and ammunition and ordered 
to return to their places in the ranks. Up 
at the end of the wharf our marines were 
ranged with the loaded pieces, a safeguard 
against any demonstration. One at a time 
they handed over their war outfits, and, to 
speak truthfully, the condition of their arms 
is a recommendation as to the efficiency of 
this one company of the Spanish army. 

The amount of ammunition carried was 
enormous, each soldier being supplied with 
an extra large cartridge box. From the fif- 
ty-four regulars there were taken over 7,500 
rounds of ammunition. The reserve ammu- 
nition was delivered on à cart. and when 
the entire equipment had been loaded in the. 
boats the native forces were told they were 
free to go. 7 

The Spaniards were held on the wharf, and. 
as our marines were brought toa “ present 
the officers of the garrison were requested by 
Lieutenant Braunersreuther to surrender 
their side arms and pistols. This done, they 
were ordered to send their men into a lighter, 
which had been seiged at the landing. 

A look of consternation spread over the 
swarthy features of the Spaniards; and for a 
moment it looked as if they intended to rebel. 
but a glance at the muszles of the marines’ 
guns changed their minds, and they sullenly 
made their way into the lighter.. Then the 
line of boats was formed and hack over the 
reefs we went, towing the lighter and its 
load of prisoners. Outside the reef we were 
picked up by the Charleston's steam cutter. 
Just as the sun was setting the captives 
were marched up the gangway and turned 
over to Captain Glass.

heartless negligence. 
After appealing in vain to the agents of the 
French line to send out ships to recover the 
bodies of the drowned passengers of the 
steamship which have been reported drifting 
about near the banks of Newfoundland. 
Judge Dillon has sent out a ship of his own. 
In this he is associated with John Perry of 
Kansas City, whose éntire family was lost 
on La Bourgogne. The steamer Hiawatha 
is on the scene where the bodies are drifting 
about. 

Judge Dillon said today: On July 28 the 
steamer Oldfields, Captain Shawyer, report- 
ed having passed between 150 and 200 bodies 
of people who were aboard the Bourgogne, 
giving the exact latitude and longitude, I 
called the attention of the French line agents 
in this city to that fact, stating that I had 
an appointment. to meet Captain Shawyer on 
Saturday, July 25, in Philadelphia at 4 
o’clock to verify these statements. 

asked the French line people to have a 
representative present at that time, which 
they promised to do. My representative was 
present, and Captain Shawyer of the Old- 
confirmed the report in every partic- 
ular. 

The French company falled to have any- 
body present at the interview. The agents 
here took time to cable to Paris, and report- 
ed to me on July 26 that chartering a steamer 
would be useless, recovery of the bodies im- 
practicable, and identification now impossi- 
ble. 

How could they say this in Paris in the 
face of Captain Shawyer’s specific statement 
to the contrary? ’”’ 

„ appealed to the French company to 
charter a vessel or vessels to recover all the 
bodies. I said to the agent that I would bear 
any portion of the expense that they thought 
proper. They refused. 

I blame the French company for the dis- 
aster. The vessel was many miles out of the 
safe, the prescribed, the proper course. It 
was proceeding at a dangenous rate of speed, 
in violation of all the rules of safe naviga- 
tion. 

After the disaster occurred it is evident 
that the Captain lost hishead. There was no 
discipline; utter insubordination prevailed; 
only one woman was saved, and she not by 
the aid of the crew but in spite of it. Nota 
single child was saved; not a single first- 
class passenger was saved, and few of any 
class. On the other hand, the few boats that 
were lowered were seized and practically 
monopolized by the crew, nearly half of 
whom were saved, and among the bodies 
seen since the disaster a large portion of the 
crew had on life preservers. 


French line had chartered and sent out a 
boat at its own expense to recover the bodies. 
I will say that I know it is false; not a word 
of truth in it. 

But, passing from this, when after this 
terrible disaster the company’s attention 
was called to a place where hundreds of 
bodies were floating, and an appeal was 
made to them to save them, they turned a 
deaf ear to it.“

SPAIN ASKS FOR CONCESSIONS. 

The Spanish government is taking mat- 
ters easily, as if it wished to create the 
impression that it is not specially anxious 
for peace. Spain is in a desperate condi- 
tion. Its soldiers can stand up nowhere 
against those of the United States. It has 
absolutely no navy, for the vessels which 
were brought back from Suez are reported 
as being utterly unseaworthy. There is 
no money in the treasury. The conditions 
are such as to make peace a necessity. 
Nevertheless, the Spanish government has 
not yet decided to accept the too-favorable 
peace conditions offered by the President. 
The French Ambassador had a conference 
with the latter yesterday over the note 
received by him from Sagasta, in which a 
plea is made for the modification of the 
conditions in three respects. | 

Objection is made to the demand that the 
City of Manila be held by, the Americans 
during the time when the commissioners 
are negotiating over the disposition to be 
made of the Philippines. It is alleged that 
if the insurgents should make trouble in the 
Island of Luzon Spain, not having posses- 
sion of Manila, would bg unable to put them 
down. This is an audacious request, based 
on a flimsy pretext. It seems as if Spain 
does not propose to let the United States 
have anything in the Philippines. If the 
insurgents make any trouble in Luzon Gen- 
eral Merritt will attend to them. Spain 
need not undertake the job. 

Another request is that the garrison of 
Havana be allowed to evacuate the place 
with all the honors’ of war. That can be 
conceded. Another is that the expense of 
sending those soldiers home be defrayed by 
the United States, as in the case of those 
who surrendered at Santiago. This is a 
humiliating and pitiful confession of bank- 
ruptey. ut if Spain stoops to beg for 
such I favors in the West Indies it 
ought not to ask for such great favors in 
the East Indies as the retention of Manila. 
Permission is asked also that Spain be al- 
lowed to carry away the héavy guns and 
stock of ammunition at Havana. This is 
an unusual and rather cheeky request. 
The Havana fortifications should not be dis- 
mantled, but be turned over to the United 
States in their present condition. If Spain 
had complied with the American ultimatum 
last April it could have carted off all its 
guns. It is a little late in the day to ask 
for such favors now. : 

It is understood that the appeal to retain 
Manila will not be acceded to under any 
circumstances, What action may be taken 
concerning the other requests has not been 
decided on yet. Probably if they are all 
refused except the one about the Spanish 
troops leaving Havana with the honors of 
war the Spanish government will make up 
its mind that the conditions must be ac- 
cepted without modification. 

While the Spaniards are hesitating and 
quibbling, asking for even milder terms, 
the war goes on. Fresh troops are being 
hurried off for Porto Rico, so that General 
Miles may have an army so large as to 
make resistance absurd. He is marchiug 
ahead with what men he has, and the Span- 
iards are scampering off, while the vol- 
unteers are deserting to their friends, the 
Americans, as fast as they can. The sol- 
diers are received enthusiastically by the 
| inhabitants of every Porto Rico town or 
village they enter. Those cheers are a 
commentary on Spanish government. When 
the European powers hear of those welcom- 
ing cheers they will be less inclined than 
ever to make an effort to perpetuate Span- 
ish rule anywhere. 


WEAK REASONS FOR A BAD POLICcY' 

Two reasons are assigned by persons 
who claim to be acquainted with the views 
of the administration for the determination 
to leave the future of the Philippines to a 
peace commission instead of plumply telling 
Spain now the United States must have 
them all. One reason is it is not deemed 
advisable to make a definite demand for 
the whole group of islands and allow Spain 


which might be embarrassing.“ 

So the Philippines are to be given away 
lest Spain might attempt to create some un- 
explained mysterious “diplomatic situa- 
tion” which might be embarraasing. All 
this, if true, shows painful timidity on fhe 
part of the administration. But what could 
that diplomatic situation be? If it had 
appealed to the powers of continental Eu- 
rope for aid on the ground that the terms 
imposed were too hard, then those powers, 
which have refused thus far to intervene, 
would have continued to refuse to do so. 
But if they had consented, then Great Brit- 
ain would have had a word to say about the 
matter. It would have assumed the posi- 
tion that Spain should take its medicine, 

If a “definite demand” for the Phii- 
ippines now were to enable Spain to create 
an embarrfssing diplomatic situation, then 
a demand at a future time by the American 
peace commissioners would do so. Appar- 
ently there is to be no such demand. Oth- 
erwise men who are avowedly opposed to 
national expansion would not ‘be put for- 
ward, semi-officially, as peace commission- 
ers. Not one person has been mentioned 
yet of whom it can be said positively that 
he is in favor of the acquisition of the,Phil- 
ippines. 

The other reason is that the administra- 
tion has “ no definite information as to the 
exact relations between Admiral Dewey and 
Aguinaldo,” or what the latter's atti- 
tude towards the United States 
may be if tt anriounces that it 
Intends to keep the islands. It is 
not a matter of the least consequence what 
the relations of the Admiral and Aguinaldo 
are. The former cannot have entered into 
any valid agreement with the latter. He 
had no authority. He was sent to Manila 
to destroy the Spanish fleet, not to make ar- 
rangements with insurgents or an insurgent 
leader about the future government of the 
islands. There is no reason to believe that 
the Admiral has been so far forgetful of his 
duty as to make any promises to Aguinaldo. 

Nor is the attitude which that individual 
may take towards the United States, if it 
should decide to retain the islands, a matter 
of the least concern. The probabilities are 
that if he were told that Spain has not been 
ousted from the Philippines in order that 
he may be dictator, but that the United 
States may govern them, he will submit to 
the decree, for he is smart enough to know 
that his insurrection was a failure until 
the United States intervened; that he was 
not able to whip the Spaniards, while the

PHILADELPHIA. 


One Life 
Loss Inflicted by a Fierce Elec- 
trical Storm That Visits the 
_Pennsylvania City. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Aug. 3.—[Special.]—A 
rain and electrical storm of unprecedented 


one death and great damage. 
e dead:

At least half a dozen fires were started 
by lightning at far separated points, cellars 
everywhere were flooded, and tremendous 
damage was done by the water. The storm 
seemed at times to have attained the pro- 
pertions of a cloudburst, and created in- 
tense alarm everywhere. 

The frequency with which lightning struck 
Was amazing and the number of buildings 
damaged would be difficult toestimate. The 
city hall was struck fifteen times, but no 


‘| damage was done to the immense edifice, 
Which is one of the best protected in licht- 


ning rod equipment in the city. 

Alarms of fire were sounded in rapid suc- 
cession. Three alarms came from each of 
two big oil refineries, the Atlantic refinery 
at Point Breeze and the large oll works at 
Fifty-eighth street and Elmwood avenue. 
Elevators in the great office buildings were 
stopped and nearly all places with electrical 
appliances had lightning displays in their 
offices. 

The baséments of the postoffice, the Conti- 
nental Hotel, and many other buildings had 
at least two feet-of water in the cellars. 
Fires in the engine-rooms were extinguished 
and great damage was done by water that 
spurted up with geyser force from the 
choked sewers. 

The damage is incalculable, and will run 
into the thousands of dollars from water 
alone in mercantile establishments, the 
basements of many of which were stocked 
with valuable goods. 

The storm began at 10:45, and by 12:30 
5.48 inches of rain had fallen. This beats 
all records of the weather bureau, both for 
the time and even for twenty-four hours. 
The highest amount of rain-that ever fell in 
this city in. twenty-four hours was 5.21 
inches on Aug. 12 and 13, 1873. The heavi- 
est rain in one hour was two and one-quar- 
ter inches on Juiy 23, 1887.

Lightning struck a big benzine tank at the 
Atlantic oil refinery at Point Breeze, about 
12 o'clock.

VALUE OF PUBLIC FRANCHISES. 


Mayor McMurray of Denver Discusses 
Pertinent Topics at the Nation- 


al Municipal League. 


- Detroit, Mich., Aug. 3.—[Special ]—There 
are about 300 actual delegates in attendance 
at the Municipal league convention.

In franchises depending upon the 
volume and profit of their business the re- 
muneration to the city should be based upon 
a percentage of the gross receipts. The

CREDIT MEN DEBATELAW 


HEAR ATTORNEYS’ VIEWS OF NEW 
BANKRUPTCY MEASURE, 


J. M. Flower, Walpole Wood, Thomas 
Cratty, and Adolph Moses Discuss 
the Statute Before Members of the 
Chicago Association at the Great 
Northern Hotel — Advise Going 
Ahead with Business—Varieus De- 
fects Are Pointed Out. 


The members of the Chicago Credit Men's 
association heard the opinions of a number 
of prominent local lawyers last night at the 
Great Northern Hotel on the new bankrupt- 
cy law, and were advised to go ahead with 
their businesses just as they did before the 
law was passed, for no one, it was said, was 
yet competent to pass on the law, which was 
not intended to interfere with business. The 
speakers, Attorneys J. M. Flower, Walpole 
Wood, Thomas Cratty, and Adolph Moses, 
were practically unanimous in declaring the 
law needed considerable amending, and that 
what was most needed was a permanent 
bankruptcy law, which this one, they said, 
Was not. 

There were nearly 300 Chicago credit men 
at the meeting, representing most of the 
big mercantile houses of the city, and after 
the discussion by the attorneys there was 
another discussion by the credit men. The 
attorneys frankly declared that their opin- 
fons on the law were largely guess work 
and would be till the courts had made some 
rulings on it. 

Attorney J. M. Flower criticised that por- 
tion of the statute which permftted part- 
nerships and individuals to go into volun- 
tary assignment, and denied the right to 
corporations. He thought it was unfair. 
Walpole Wood found the law unsatisfactory 
because it allowed the debtor who gave up 
all his property to go free, no matter how 
dishonest he may have — The portion 
regarding goods sold on false statement, he 
declared, offered little benefit to the mer- 
chant. The question was being asked every- 
where, he sald, would not the effect of the 
law be to encourage prodigality and reck- 
less speculation? In a measure this was 
true, he thought, but the plunger would 
hurt only himself, unless he had credit. The 
credit men would have to look after that. 

Thomas Cratty said that the law treated 
bankrupts generously, and that was right. 
It is a moral right, and ought to be a legal 
right, he declared, that a poor man who 
had been unfortunate should be taken from 
under his debts. If he is so situated that 
whatever he earns is taken from him by his 
creditors, he soon loses his ambition. There 
should be a permanent bankruptcy law in 
this country. If the law is good for ten 
years, why not for a thousand, Mr. Cratty 
asked. There is nothing in the constitution 
to prevent any State from passing a bank- 
ruptcy law, and some States have them al- 
ready. Mr. Cratty expressed the belief that 
unless something was done to prevent, more 
States would pass laws shie their poor 
people. 

Adolph Moses believed the law a debtors’ 
law, and not a creditors’. He advised the 
credit men to go ahead with their business 
just as they did before the new law took 
effect.

King Humbert and Queen Marguerite, 
although they own more palaces and castles 
than any other sovereigns in Christendom, 
all the residences of the former petty rulers 
of the peninsula having pasesd into their pos- 
gession, are in a quandary as to where to 
epend their holidays. 

Their usual summer residence is at Monza, 
which they regard as their home, the Quir- 
inal at Rome never appearing to them as 
such. Unfortunately Monza is within an 
hour’s drive of Milan, and not only Milan 
but likewise all the surrounding distric:s 
are under martial law, in connection with 
the sanguinary disturbances which took 
place there in the early part of the summer.

The latter is a bedchamber woman that 
is to say, a lady in waiting—to her Royal 
Highness, and a daughter of that most in- 
timate friend of the e and Princess, 
Lord Alington, popular y known by the 
nickname of “* Bunnie."”

an equally talented violinist. 

The Princess is particularly fond of the 
violin, although she does not play it herself, 
and there is no professional musician in 
London who has received greater tokens 
of regard from England’s future Queen than 
Lady Halle—the celebrated violinist, better 
knows by her former name of Norman- 
Neruda, at w house the Princess and 
her daughtey e a point of dining at least 
once every season. 

By the beginning of next year the whole 
of the Vatican will be lighted up for the first 
time by elea@tricity, which will have the 
effect of revealing numerous treasures of 
art and archeology hitherto almost hidden 
from public view by deficiency of light. This 
innovation is due to the initiative of Leo 
XIII., the most progressive and up-to-date 
of all the pontiffs who have ever filled the 
chair of St. Peter. 

The Pope ie taking an active interest in 
the preparations which are being made in 
connection with the installation of the nec- 
essary plant, and it is at his suggestion 
that the beautiful Aquilone waterfall or 
cascade in the Vatican grounds is to be 
utilized for the purpose of providing motive 
power to the dynamos. The water of this 
cascade is brought to the Vatican by means 
of an aqueduct from the Lake of Bracciano, 
situated at a distance of some twenty-five 
miles from Rome.

Talking of Rome, I may mention that the 
hospital for the blind founded and main- 
tained by Queen Marguerite, and which 
bears her name, has just received ln the 
shape of a bequest almost the entire fortune 
of Count Vannutelll, who died the other day, 
and who was a brother of the two Cardinals 
of that name. 

The origin of this fortune as well as of 
the wealth of the Vannutelli family is curi- 
ous, for the grandfather of the prelates in 
question, as well as of the above-named 
testator, was the house steward and facto- 
tum of the first Napoleon’s most beautiful 
sister, Princees Pauline Borghese. She was 
as free in her gifts and in her expenditure 
as she was in her affaires de cceur,” and 
under the circumstances it is not astonish- 
ing that her factotum amassed an enormous 
fortune. 


Hamilton Cuffe, who was recently decorated 
with the Order of the Bath, presumably for

But still, at the 
same time, as pointed out by one of the 
Principal London papers, it is for a jury to 
Gecide whether or not Mrs. Hope took the 
murdered woman to a notorious practi- 
tloner for a purpose which was 1 
felonious. 


There is another bis divorce suit on the 
tapis in England, the, Marquise of Win- 
chester’s sister, Lady "Lillian, bringing a 
suit against her husband, Mr. R. G. Erskine- 
Wemyss of Wemyss, in Fifeshire. 

There are some particularly disgraceful 
features in this suit, and it is to be hoped that 
It will be tried in camera. 

Lady Lillian is a member of one of the 
oldest families in England, her brother being 
Premier Marquis of the Realm, while one of 
her ancestors owned the Lordship of Paulet 
(Paulet is the family mame of the Marquis 
of Winchester) at the time of William the 
Conqueror.

AWARE OF TEMPLE PLAN. 


PURPOSE OF MRS. CARSE 3 TO 
W. C. T. U. OFFICERS, 


These Say She Has Been Quietly Work- 
ing for Months to Get Control of the 
National Convention and Secure the 
Election of Persons Favorable to 
Her Project—Friends Urge Her, She 
Declares, to Form a Separate Or- 
ganisation to Own the Building. 


National officers of the W. C. T. U. who 
are arrayed against Mrs. Matilda B. Carse 
ip the fight over the Woman's Temple con- 
firmed the news in Tun TrRIBUNB of yester- 
day that Mrs. Carse, to get the W. C. T. U. 
to assume the Temple debt, was laying 
plans to secure the Presidency of the na- 
tional organization for one of her friends, if 
not for herself, and to depose her most 
bitter enemy in the Temple trouble, Mrs. L. 
22 Stevens of Maine, the national Presi- 

Both officers and rank and file of the W. C. 
T. U. membership in Chicago say ft is an 
open secret that Mrs. Carse has been quiet- 
ly working for months to get control of the 
St. Paul convention, by which she would 
daminate the election of national officers, 
and secure the election of those favorable 
to her scheme of raising the Temple debt. 

Mrs. Carse dtnies that she is working for 
the national Presidency herself, but frank- 
ly declares she is opposed to the re#lection 
of Mrs. Stevens, and that she may do a 
she can to defeat her. According to 
Carse, hundreds of members of the W. . 
U. throughout the United States are urging 
her by letter to start a rival temperance or- 
ganization which will shoulder the Temple 
burden. Many of these women, Mrs. Carse 
acknowledges, urge her tc try for the na- 
tional Presidency herself, or to take the 
head of the proposed new organization. 

“I won't say whom I favor for President,” 
Mrs. Carse declared. 

“There is no doubt that Mrs. Carse is 
working to control the national convention 
in September,“ said Mrs. Helen M. Barker, 
the national Treasurer. Her object is to 
make the organization assume the Temple 
debt, but it is hardly pogsible she will be 
successful, as thirty-five of the State Presi- 
dents oppose her plan.“ 

Mrs. Barker is arrayed with Mrs. Stevens 
against Mrs. Carse and the Temple project. 

Mrs. Carse vigorously denied the state- 
ment ascribed to her that she favored Mrs. 
Stevens’ retlectlon. In the event that Mrs. 
Carse gets contro! of the convention and re- 
fuses to accept the Pfesidency herself, Mrs. 
Susan Fessenden of Massachusetts and Mrs. 
Marian Dunham of Iowa are talked of as 
candidates. Both are members of the Tem- 
ple board, and would, it is said, act in per- 
fect accord with Mrs. Carse’s views. 

“I have had many letters asking me to 
start a rival organization, but I have not 
signified my intention of doing so,’’ said Mrs. 
Carse. Ik the white ribbonerd survive the 
Temple fight at the coming convention they 
will prove themselves an exception to the 
rule of the house divided against itself.“ 

Mrs. Susanna M. D. Fry. editor of the 
Unien Signal, said: Ask the national of- 
cers.

So far as fluctuations were concerned the 
provision market attracted most attention 
yesterday. It was a hard market to under- 
stand as the break was apparently out of 
all proportion to the considerations pre- 


sented. Local receipts of hogs were 80,000, 
or 2,000 over the estimate, This was the 


immediate cause of a concession of from 50 


to 10c in pricé. The estimate for today 
Was moderate and the showing of 70,200 
hogs at seven principal markets, as against 
63,700 a year ago, was not entirely out of 
Une with the recent marketings of hogs. 
The world's stock of lard ohly increased a 
uttle over 8,000 tierces and is materially 
less than at the same time last year and 
the year before. The shipments of meats 
were fairly liberal and the cash trade con- 
tinues good. A big export business in lard 
was done on Tuesday. The corn market 
was easy on the rains, but there was little 
new in that direction, while wheat was de- 
cidedly strong. 

The early. prices were about the same as at 
the close Tuesday. There Was heavy sell- 
ing credited to Cudahy and Armour, the 
formeft particularly. The trade was on a 
much larger scale than ordinarily, but wae 
of the liquidating order. One of the theories 
was that the two interests common in 
selling were desirous of forcing out scattered 
cutside holders. If so, they were quite 
successful, as stop orders were reached and 
the selling on outside account was quite 
tree. Roloson, Hately, Boyd-Lunham, and 
Stone were all free sellers of lard and pork. 

Another theory in the market was that 
Cudahy had become tired out by the dull- 
ness of the market and that Armour turned 
in early as a seller, but supported the mar- 
ket and was a good buyer at the break. At 
the extreme low prices September pork was 
off 47/0, lard was off 20c; and ribs were off 
80c.

August come around, because tts * 
marks the close of what is the 
dullest month in the year in that Une.

Tax questions are becoming now so well 
understood that the friction and confusion 
noticeable a couple of weeks ago is natural- 
ly lessened.

If the 
Chicago retailers succeed in their present 
effort the new revenue law will prove to 
them a biessing in disguise. A strong effort 
is being made by them to secure a genera!
